It is high time that Russian activ- 
ities in Hurope cease to cause us 
surprise. It is certainly time that we 
vease to breathe sighs of relief at 
every slightest gesture of courtesy 
from Russia, or fall into the depths 
of despair at each new evidence of 
Russian opposition. If we permit 
our emotions to be constantly 
swayed we can anticipate tattered 
nerves and complete loss of per- 
spective. Within the last ten days 
we could well have suffered a 
nervous breakdown, A few days ago 
a Russian marshal apologized—out 
of turn?—for the British plane dis- 
aster in Germany, an unheard-of 
ure of good faith that some of 
ys exaggerated into virtual friend- 
ship! Within twenty-four hours the 
apology was flatly and harshly with- 
drawn and antagonism reverted to 
normal. British brass flew to Ger- 
many to entertain the Russian 
equivalent, and imagination pic- 
tured friendly handclasps across 
the yodka glasses. No sooner were 
toasts reciprocated and guests 
wished godspeed than the Russian 
marshal left Berlin, the Russians 
suggested a possible end to Allied 
air traffic to Berlin, prevented re- 
pair work by Allied personnel to 
communication lines through the 
Russian zone of the city, and 
capped a few days’ activities with 
a yeto on Italy’s application for ad- 
mission to membership in the 
United Nations. And all this in less 
than a week! 

Russian Annoyances Deliberate 

Observed from the American 
scene, these and other annoyances 
and political maneuverings of Rus- 
sia in Europe are entirely unneces- 
sary and unwarranted. We Ameri- 
can people are sincere in our ef- 
forts to assist Europe to its feet, we 
want no territory, we certainly 
(don’t want war, and we'd be over- 
joyed if we could get out of Burope 
and mind our own business. And, 
we say, Russia must be aware of 
our sentiments. We are honest in 
our intentions, so why doesn’t Rus- 
sia respect our goodwill and put an 
end to her deliberate annoyances? 

So truly does Russia appreciate 
those sentiments that they become 

a major consideration in her foreign 
policy. For Russia is, of course, the 

hard-faced men in the Kremlin who 

determine Russian policy, and they 

see Europe through different eyes 

than does America, run not by a few

EDITORIAL THOUGHTS 


A RIDE AND A MESSAGE — 


When Henry Wadsworth Longfellow dramatized the mid- 
night ride of Paul Revere in his famous poem he was preaching, 
though he probably did not know it, a sermon of the need of 
eternal preparedness. He was not advocating any such thing 
as the draft, nor was he concerned with military training of any 
sort. But when he related how Paul Revere told his friend to 
hang a lantern aloft in the belfry arch of the North Church 


tower as a “signal light’’, he put these words into the patriot’s 
mouth: 


“And | on the opposite shore will be, 
Ready to ride and spread the alarm 
Through every Middlesex village and farm, 
For the country folk to be up and to arm”. 


Longfellow was calling attention to the fact that the 
“country folk’’, who must be depended upon to fight off the 
intruders, were not ready and were not prepared to meet them. 


If those heroic colonists had been prepared in those days— 
if they had been ready—the British might not havé come as 
they did; Paul Revere might not even have ridden that night! 


But the British did come, and Revere knew he must sum- 
mon men who could, and who would, though poorly armed and 
equipped, fight. And they did fight, and the battle that was 
fought has never been forgotten. 

The next few years covered the period of the Revolution 
which, of course, we won. And we have always been victorious 
when we have fought. The Spanish war was little more than an 
incident, perhaps, as wars go, but World War | and World 
War II were gigantic conflicts. 

We were not ready for either of them, and we had to 
hustle and start practically from scratch. If another war should 
come — and we all hope, of course, that none will — must 
we again start from scratch? Or shall we, learning our lesson 
from what history has taught us, be prepared? Doesn't pre- 
paredness, in the long run, really stop a bully from attacking? 

There is talk now of a peacetime draft, and of universal 
military training. We may never have either, and even if we 
do, the men who are trained under one or the other may never 
be called upon to fight. So much the better. But if war should 
come, isn’t it reasonable to think that armed forces, that have 
been adequately trained, will stand a better chance than the 
same forces hurriedly whipped into shape? Wouldn't it mean 
that the men so trained would have a better chance of coming 
through any possible struggle without harm? 

We don’t want war. Would that it could be outlawed! 
The only trouble with that is, that the very nations that did 
not want to fight, might be called upon to fight, to make the 
lawless ones stop fighting! 

Proper peacetime military training would discourage the 
other fellow from attacking us. It might mean that never again 
would a patriotic Paul Revere have to rush out and “spread 
the alarm . . . for the country folk to be up and to arm”. 

A nation that is prepared does not have to be alerted at 
midnight!

The organization of

ing matter. We will have to 
stick to facts, however, since the 
writer has never attended one of 
them. Perhaps, after the Repub- 
lican convention in June, we will 
be able to give a first-hand ac- 
count. 

The national committee of both 
parties makes preliminary ar- 
rangements for the convention in 
December or January of the presi- 
dential year, at which time a set 
of temporary officers are named, 
the time for the holding of the 
convention is fixed, a place is de- 
termined and a call is sent out 
to the states designating how 
many delegates each is entitled to 
send. 

When the Republican party was 
in power, magnanimously the Re- 
publican convention was called 
first, with the Democratic follow- 
ing, so that the Democrats might 


know whom their rivals had 
nominated and what platform 
had been taken. The arrange- 


ment was modified in 1940, after 
certain changes in administration 
had occurred, but the Democrats 
retaliated by refusing to fix the 
date of their convention so that 
now the Republicans set their 
date regardless of the date and 
place designated by the Demo- 
crats and regardless of what the 
Democrats plan to do. 

An interesting factor in 
naming of the place at 
both conventions are to be held 
is that a certified check for $150,- 
000 is required from the city 
which is chosen for the conven- 
tion. This amount is, of course, 
subscribed to by hotels and busi- 
nesses who hope to profit by the 
convention, 

APPORTIONMENT 
OF DELEGATES 

For many years both parties 
permitted each state to send toa 
national convention twice as 
many delegates and alternates as 
the state had senators and repre- 
sentatives in Congress.

Outlines Work Done 
In Shriners’ Hospital 


The work being carried on in 
the Shriners’ hospitals for crippled 
children was outlined to members 
of the Andover Service club at 
their meeting last Thursday night 
in the Andover Inn by A. C. Mason 
of Rutland, Vermont. 

The speaker is a trustee of the 
Shriners’ hospital for crippled chil- 
dren in Springfield, trustee of the 
Vermont Association for the 
Crippled, secretary of the New Eng- 
land Council for the Physically 
Handicapped, and has devoted 
much of his time to the cause of 
crippled children. He has been in- 
strumental in having a number of 
youngsters admitted to some of the 
16 Shriners’ hospitals in the United 
States and Canada, and seeing most 
of them come out cured. 

Mr. Mason, who is also president 
of the Vermont Accident Insurance 
company and past potentate of 
Cairo Shrine Temple of Rutland, 
Vt., described a number of cases 
with which he is familiar, to illus- 
trate the excellent work being done 

in these hospitals for children need- 
ing special medical attention. 

The Shriners’ hospitals take chil- 
dren not over 14, regardless of race, 
color or creed, and who, otherwise, 

would not be in a financial position 
to obtain the care and treatment, 
Mr. Mason told his audience. 

These ‘Temples of Smiles,” as 
he calls the hospitals from the num- 
ber of happy, smiling faces he sees 
in them regardless of the handi- 
caps the youngsters have to over- 
come, are doing a marvelous work. 
He said that they already had 
turned out 100,000 cases, of which
